Something very similar to the tele-
phone was used In,China 1,000 years
ago. Natural gas conveyed in bamboo
tubes was utilized in China ages ago,
and one of thelr wr'ters mentions
boxea which repeated the sounds of
people’s volees that were dead, a ma-
chine slmilar to Edison’s phonograph.

Apclent Egypt boasted “a nickel .in
the slot” maechine, while Layard found
fn ruins of Nineveh what Sir David
Brewster. pronounced to be “a magni-
fy 'g glass,” and nearly 4,000 years
age the Egyptians and Assyrians ob-
served the stars through a sort ‘of
primitive telescope. :

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Information From an Expert In the
Artificial Limb Busincan.

“The term ‘cork leg’ Is o misnomer,”
gald a man who used to be in the artifl-
clal limb hHusiness. “There never was
any such a thing, and n leg acturlly
made of cork would be as unwieldy as
a sawlog. The up to date artificlal
limb Is a very thin shell of weeping
willow, covered with rawhide, and
gome of them that come clear up to the
hip bhave been built as light as three
pounds. »

“It is a singular fact that a first class
leg, which Is supposed to have a life
of about flve yaars, will be more than
paid for Iu the saving of shoes. Of
course, the false foot wears a shoe,
Just the same as the real one, but for
some reason that has never been fully
explained it Isn't as bhard on leather.
A flesh and bloed leg will wear out
four shoes while its mechanieal mate
is wearingout one, due perhaps to the
footgear never being removed at night
and the lack of elasticity in the tread.
The best customer of the makers is the
government, which pays for a new ar-
tificial llmb once every five years for
pensioners maimed In war. The price
fixed by law is $75, but scores of old
foldiers simply draw the money and
make the same leg do for as long as 16
years at a streteh. Artifielal arms are
made very successfully nowadays, and
a certaln amount of actlon is secured
in the band, even when the stump
reaches only a few Inches from tlie
shoulder. With one of the styles, for
example, a man can lift his hat and re-
place it on his head with a surprisingly
natural movement. The mechanism by
which the false hand i{s made to open
and close Is controlled by a strap,
which reaches to the opposite shoulder.
A Blight shrug does the work, and a lit-
tle practice renders it imperceptible.

“There has been a swonderful im-
provement In limbmaking during the
lust ten years, and a properly con-
structed artificial ieg cannot be detect-
ed by the casual observer. The chief
dlifculty with the old style was its
tendency to swing outward In an are
of a circle at every step. That has
been entirely overcome. Some years
ngo, whken I was In Dusiness at Cllea-
go, I fitted out a man who had lost
both legs and both arms in a Dakota
blizzard. When I first saw him, he was
simply a helpless trunk, lying on a cot
in the hospital, and his deplorable con-
ditior had reduced him to a state of
despalr bordering on Insanity. I took
a great deal of interest in the case,
and I flatter myself that I did a fairly
good job. When I got through with
bim, he was able to get up without as-
sistance, walk about, fecd himself and
do a hundred and one little things that
changed life from a mere biank to
something really endurable. When he '
found himself emancipated from total
helplessness, he Improved mentally,
and now, I dare say, he wants to live
as long as anybody.

“One of the greatest obstacles to suc-
cessful limb fitting is the carelessness
of surgeons in performing amputations.
An operation may be entirely success-
ful from a surgical standpoint, yet
leave a stump upon which a false leg
can never be worn with comfort. I !
know of a number of cases in which a
reamputation has been submitted to
for the express purpose of correcting
such dificultles. Every medical col-
lege course ought to Include at least
one lecture with practical demonstra-
tions by a thoroughly scientific maker
of artificial llmbs. It would be of in-
estimable value to the students in aft-
<r practice.,”” — New Orienns Times-
Democrat.

Dolls" Heads.

Years ago doll heads were made of '
wood, carved out by hand, and great i
numbers of dolls were sold that were i
entirely of wood, with jointed arms
and legs. Some dolls of this sort, look- |
Ing. quaint enough now; though they |
were once so common, are still sold,
but the great bulk of the dolls now
made have bodles of cloth or leather,
with heads of china, bisque or papler
mache. There are also dolls' heads of
metal, these heads belng made of brass
An two parts, stamped out with dles '
and jolned together.

In the process by which there henda
are made, many dles are used in the '
ovoductlon of 2 single hiead, the metal '
being worked to its final shape gradu- |
ally. The first die makes but a barely*
perceptible Impression upon the plece ;
of sheet metal from which the head fs
to be foinied. The next shapes it a
little more, and so on'by pressure from
successive dles, each a little more
sharply defined, the head Is brough*
finally to its perfect form. These hcads
are made in -various sizes and {a vari- |
ous styles as to details of finish. They '
cost about the same as the best bilsque
heads, but one of the merits claimed

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CIVING FOR FIREWOOD.

Bnndwlceh Islanders® Way of Fllling
the Wood Box,

Boys whose most distasteful task is
to keep the wood box filled, or who are
expected to split the kindling wood ev-
ery night, woull undoubtedly enjoy
living at ITnwail. IMlrewood there is
pot only very scarce, but they get it
out of the water, another feature of the
matter which would probably appeal
to such of the hoys as delight in “goin
swimmin” 1L W. Henshaw, writing
in The Youth's Companion, says of this
custow:

Upon the shores of Hawail firewood

I8 a scarce and precious commodity,
The present forests do not grow near
the sey, amd the lnbor of bringing wood
from the distant timboer Is great, espe-
elally as romds are few. Practically all
the tirewood of the natives, and mueh
that is used by the Europeans in the
towns, Is drift that is brought down
perlodically from thie uplamds by fresh-
ets that follow heavy ralns,

There is nothing strange In all this,

but what Is strange Is the wny the
natives gather the wood. DPlek it up on

the beach? Not at all; at least, very
little Is obtalned in that commonplace
manner.

Much of the island timber Is extreme-
Iy heavy, and instend of floating In
orthodox fashion, as wood should do, it
prompily siuks to the bottom, As the

freshet guthers headwny, down como
the heavy tree trunks and branches,
dashing fereely against the rough
lava sides of the stream and bumping
against the bottom till all semblance of
thelr original shape Is lost and they
are bruised 'nto shapeless blocks or
split into kindling. d

The curreht carrles them well into
the ocean, where they settle into the
sand. The first stage of thelr journey
is over, now for the sccond. In a day,
or two the ocean rises in its might and
sends fo huge breakers upon the
shores, which catel the logs and splin-
ters and roll them over and over, still
on the bottom, toward the beach.

ifere s the native's ehance. 1le hins
been walting long for just such an op-
portunity. Down to the shore come the
EKanakas In troops. No one s left he«
hind save the sick and the blind. Men,
women and children are all on the
beach, having an eye both to business
and to pleasure.

The women are clad In old, loose
holakus, n gunrment I may best deseribe
by llkening It to the eriginal *“Mother
Hubbard.” The men deff thelr gar-
menis and don thie economienl malo, or
walst cloth. The children follow sult,
go far as doffing goes, and don—well,
to tell the truth, most of them don
nothing, and If they are satistled, you
and I need not complain. And now for
it.

The men dash into the breakers, div-
ing under ibe big combers and rising
on the crests of the smaller ones till
they are out shoulder high; then they
feel around with their feet till they
find o plece of wood—it may be only a
splinter, or it may be a log so large ns
to require the ald of a rope to pull it
in; but, large or small, no matter.
Down dives the Knnaka bead foremost
to selze the prize.

The women and children wade In a
little distanee to cnteh the smaller
pieces that get past the men, and soon
the plles on the shore grow from noth-
ing to cords.

A hardy native will stay In the wa-
ter, wading and diving, for n couple of
hours and then come out. pretty thor-
oughly chilled, to sun bhimsclf on the
beach lo veadiness for another bout
with the waves, meantime solacing
himself svith the nevitable plpe or
clgarette,

Hard work is this wood gathering
by diving, what between the buffetings
of the waves, the cold and the labor of
tugging the logs ashore. But for all
that shouts and laughter fill the alr,
and one might suppose the occasion
was a summer picnie.

Whatever his faults, the Knnaka has
aot added to the gloom and discontent
of the world. He endures disappoint-
meni and rnlsfortune with equanimity,
and whoen the clouds pass and the sun
siinee ha ig ready to laugh and be glad.
